HE Memorial prefented by Monfieur de 
la Mellarede, Envoy of Savoy; tothe Swifs 
Cancons, is as follows, 


Moft Iluftrious and Puiffant Lords, 

I Will ae repeat the Reafons which ought to pre- 
vail.with you to take juft Meafures to prevent 

being furrounded on all fides by France. You forefee 

betrer than I can inform you, that your fafety de- 

pends wholly upon it. The Defigns the King of 

France has in view, are fufficiently known to you ; 


he has fairly pull’d off the Mask, andhas fhewn how 
Tittle Confideration he has for you and your Remon- 
-ftrances. He has caus’d his Troops to advance into 


the Chablais and the Territory of Geneva, and into 
part of Fautligni, in contempt of the Deputies you 
fent to the General of his Troops; and this he did 
while your Deputies were reprefenting the powerful 


-Reafons which engag’d the Helvetick Body to with 


that their Frontiers might not be difturb’d, the Ne- 
ceffiry they were under to protect them, and their 
Defire that Hoftilities might be fufpended. This 
Irruption was made while the General Diet of the 
Laudable Cantons fat at Baden, and was deliberating 
about faking fuch Refolutions as the Juncture of 
Affairs requir'd ; and within a litrle time after you 
had remonftrated to the Marquefs de Puifieux, of 
how much Importance it was to you, that Savoy 
fhould remain perfectly Neuter. So that it feems 
the Reprefentations of the Laudable Helvetick Body, 
far from producing the Effect you might expect,con- 
fidering the infinite Obligations France lies under to 
you, ferv’d only to haften this Invafion of Savoy, to 
the end you might be furrounded before you had 
time to bethink your felves what Condition you 
were in. 

Al! thefe Circumftances, joyn’d with the Memorial 
prefented to you by the Marquefs de Puifieux,’ in 
which he flourifhes on his King’s/Conquefts only to 
terrifie you, are evident Marks of the little Account 
the Court of France makes of your Remonftrances, 
and thatthey will at this time attempt to execute 
their Project of furrounding you on all fides, to the 
end you may never again make any juft Demands of 
them for your Security. 

Nothing but your wonted Steadinefs can puta 
Stop to thefe Enterprizes, and fruftrate their Defigns 
againft your Liberty. You muft thew the fame Re- 
folution you did when you oppos’d the enlarging of 
the Fort of Hunninghen, the fame that prevented the 
tortifying of Kreutfnach, the fame which kept the 
Army of the Marfhal de Villars at a Diftance from 
your Frontiers; and which as often as you have made 
ufe of it, has infallibly procur’d whatever you could, 
wifh for. But as long as you employ nothing but 
Reprefentations, you will fee them contemn’d, and 
France will a& directly contrary to your Defires,. or 
will make Offers to you, that under a fair Appearance 
will conceal a Poifon, which will be the more Dan- 
gerous becaufe ir. will be prepar’d to corrupt the 
very Heart of yourRepublick. 

I cannot imagine how the Marquefs de Puifieux 
durft prefent his Declaration of the 21ft of this 
Month to the General Diet of the Cantons. Could 


- he believe that Men fo prudent as you, would not 


difcover his Illufions >? The Laudable Helvetick

Body propos'd to him the Neutrality of Savoy, re- 
refented to him how heartily they were concern’d 
or the Prefervation of that Dutchy and the Security 

of their Frontiers, they grounded that Remonftrance 

on the Fundamental Maxims of their Republick , 

even on the Treaty of perpetual Peace between 

them and France, and infifted that Savoy fhould be 
guarded by their Forces. On the other fide, the 

Marquefs de Puifieux prefents a Memorial or Decla- 

ration, in which he takes no manner of notice of 

Savoy, unlefs to defire you, Moft Illuftrious and Pu- 

iffant Lords, to grant no Succours to my Mafter ; 

to take no care of your Frontiers, and to oblige thofe 
of your Subjects who would go into his Royal High- 
nefs’s Service to fuffer a French Inquifition. Your 
glorious Anceftors took Savoy to ‘be-a Barricre of 

Switzerland againft the Attempts of France,-and for 

that reafon included it in the Perpetual Peace they 

concluded with that Crown; and taught you by 

their Example, not to fuffer France to take Poffeflic n 

of that Durchy. The Marquefs de Puifieux endea- 

vours artfully, to perfwade you thofe Sage Precau- 
tions are unneceflary , would diffwade you from 

Succouring my Mafter; nay he would have you for- 

bid your Subjects to run to extinguifh the Fire broken 

Out in your Neighbourhood. In effect, he does little 

lefs than take upon him to limit your Soveraignty, 

and the Liberty you referv’d to yout felves in your 

Alliance with France, in which you laid no other Re- 

ftraint upon your felves, than not to lend Troops to 

act againft the Countries of which that Crown ftood 
poffefs’d in 1663. Give me leave, Moft Illuftrious 
and Puiffant Lords, to run over this Declaration of 
the Marquefs de Puifieux, and difcover to you the 

Poyfon lurking in it. 

He Declares, as if he was granting you a great 


’ Favour,that his moft Chriftian Majefty confents, that 


the Towns fituare on the Lake of Conftance and on 
the Rhine from Bregens to Bafil, fhall not be atrack’d 
by his Troops ; Bur this on 2 Conditions, firft that 
from thofe Places no Hoftiliry fhall be acted againft 
the Troops of his moft Chriftian Majefty nor thofe 
of the Elector of Bavaria ; and fecondly that the 
laudable Proreftant Cantons fhall not furnifh any 
Succours of Men to his Royal Highnefs my Matter ; 
and further that they fhall fuffer no levies to be fe- 
cretly made for him in their Country. He was not 
ignorant of the impoflibility of your agreeing to the 
firft Condition, but his Aim was to fow Difcord be- 
tween you and the Empcror, well knowing his Im 
perial Majefty would never confent to it; and to fru- 
ftrare the Meafures you had wifely taken to cover 
thofe Towns by effectual Methods. You cannot 
but plainly perceive that this Condition was defign- 
edly inferted into that Declaration, to render fruit- 
lefs the Care you had taken to fecure your Frontiers 
towards Germany, forefeeing that his Imperial Ma~ 
jefty would certainly furnith a pretext for it, feeing 
his Minifters have declar'd to you in your Dier, thar 
he could not fuffer thofe Places to be Neuter. 

The fecond Condition is equally nay more dan- 
gerous to your Tranquility. The French Ambaffa- 
dor appears difpos’d to grant you the Security of 


. your Frontiers towards Germany, at a time when 


his King’s Troops cannot attack them, becaufe great 
part of the Imperial Forces are pofted on that Side ; 
but he would oblige you to abandon your Frontiers 
on the Side of Savoy, where there are no Foracs - 
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guard them; he would perfwade you to Sacrifice to 
the King his Mafter the Frontiers of your deareft 
Allies, of thofe even among your felves who have gi- 


ven proofs at their great expence of their Care and © 


‘Zeal to cover your Borders on the fide of Germany. 
Cin there be invented more dangerous means to lay 
open your Republick on all Sides? Is there a pro- 
rer way to fow Dilcord among the Swifs Can- 

tons ? Is it peffible to endeavour more cunningly to 
difunite you, and to divide ‘your Interefts ? when 
Union is your only Security againft thefe Dangerous 

nares. 

, But, God be thanked, the laudable Helvetick Bo- 
dy difcovered thefe Snares as foon as they were laid ; 
And the Ambaffador is under the Mortification ot 
having reveal'd rhe Defigns of France againft you. 

" [have had the Satisfaction with refpect to his Roy- 
‘al Highnefs my Mafter, and the Pleafure with re{pect 
to the laudable Helvetick Body, to fee all the Can- 
tons unanimoufly take notice of the Ridiculoufnefs 
of this Propofal: to fee all of them*furpriz’d at a 
Declaration that fo luckily difcover'd the Slavery to 
‘which France thought to reduce the Proteftant Can- 
tons ; to hear every one of them declare, thar all the 
Cantons had a right to furnith Troops to his Royal _ 
Highnefs my Matter, provided they were not to be 
employ’d againft the Countries of which France was 
potiefs'd in 1663 ; and char Savoy being compris‘d in 
the perperual Peace becween Switzerland ana France, 
the laudable Helvetick Body ought to intereft them- 
felves in the Prefervation of that Durchy. 

I have feen with Joy, the Refolution with which 
the laudable Helvetick Body caus’d this Declaration 
to be notified ro the Marquefs de Puifieux ; I have 
had the Sarisfaction to fee that Powerful Body agree, 
unanimoufly, that the Prefervation of the Frontiers 
of Switzerland depends on that of Savoy, and take a 
Refolution to reprefent this ro the Ambaffador of 
France, not once only but at 2 feveral Times, and 
in more vigorous Terms the fecond time than the 
firft : and I admire the Unanimity of all the laudable 
Cantons to act up ro the Magnanimous Spirit of the 
Swifs Nation. 

You fee the Aim of the Marquefs de Puifieux’s De- 
claration. Bur, moft filluftrious and moft puiffant 
Lords, your generous and wholefome Refolutions 
oughr to be follow’d by fuitable Actions. And tho’ 
the Arms of France have taken part of Savoy there 
remains ftill a confiderable part into which they have 

“nor penetrated ; the Provinces of Maurienne and of 
Farantaife, almoft all the Province of Faufligni, and 
part of that of Savoy with the important Fortrefs of 
Montmeillan are yet out of the Power of the French, 
and the Paffages neceflary for fuccouring thofe Pro- 
vinces are open. The Confpiracy of the French to 
furprize Montmeillan is difcover’d, and the Traitor 
feiz’'d. Nothing is wanting but your Succours, moft 
illuftrious and puiffart Lords, to fhelter all Savoy 
from the Arms of France, and to fecure your own 
Frontiers, and this w'thout putting your felves to any 
expence ; Wherefore I defire a fpeedy Succour of 
Troops from you, for Savoy only, which Troops 
will be paid by my Mafter. 

This Succour will ac once fecure Savoy and your 
own Country. The laudable Catholick Cantons ap- 
pear readily difpos’d to furnith {peedily the Troops 
Kipulared by their Alliance with my Mafter: And 
by that means they will help to defend their Coun- 
try againft the French Force: Joyn your Succours 
for Savoy, moft iluftrious and puiffant Lords, to the 
Troops they fhall grant to be employ’d in the De- 
fence of all his Royal Highnefs’s Dominions ; 'affume 
the Glory of fecuring your Frontiers purfuant to the 
Maxims left you by your Anceftors, and prevent by 
a Refolution anfwerable to your Greatnefs, the per- 
nicious confequences of your Frontiers being fur- 
rounded by France. Inftead of running into incon- 
veniencies by it, you will avoid them; feeing you 
will hinder France from entring on all fides into your 
Country : Inftead of quitting your Neutraliry, you 
will eftablih ic more firmly, by rendring your felves 


formidable to France info honourable a Manner 
that She will not dare to difturb you: And fuppo- 
fing it true that France would be difpleas’d to fee 
you by your conftant adherence to your old Maxims 
fet bounds to her Ambition; it is nolefs true that She 
will find it fafeft not to venture upon any more Ens 
terprizes again{ft a Nation, of whofe, Steadinefs in 
her Refolutions She will be as much afraid as of theit 
putting them in Execution.
